Sgt York s.ayed 
that way through a lingering illness and 
even to his death. 
Now comes Otis N Merrithew, who is 
being given a Silver Star for his par. in 
the same action He says Sgt. York had 
help.

The 
first 
u n i o n 
thinks the oth­ 
er two unions 
are unfair and 
has called on 
labor 
organi­ 
zations every­ 
where to pres­ 
sure Commun­ 
ity Chests and 
United Funds every where to re­ 
fuse to contribute to the Girl 
Scouts of ti.c U.S.A. 
The Girl Scouts, 3.5 million 
strong, collectively and indivi­ 
dually, believe the entire mess 
is unfair — and wonder how 
they got into it. 
The unfair-and-boycott drive 
has just been launched by the 
Lawrence, Kan., Typrographical 
Union Local 570. But the saga, 
which plunged the Girl Scouts 
and 
its 
two widely-circulated 
publications, The American Girl 
and the Girl Scout Leade", into 
a maelstrom of behind - the- 
scenes labor feuds, started tour 
years ago. 
Back in .1961 the "typos’ at 
the Kansas Color Press i in Law­ 
rence) charged that the firm, 
which printed the Girl Scout 
magazines among others, dis­ 
criminated against women em­ 


ployes. The local asserted that 
women in the shop handling the 
same work a« men were receiv­ 
ing $7.30 a week less than the 
men. 


THERE WAS no controversy 
over a union shop. Kansas Color 
Press was, and is unionized. 
Then, it nad contracts with the 
typos, the Printing Pressmen 
and the Stereotypers and Elec­ 
trotypers. No small plant this, 
what with 125 pressmen. 
The typos persisted in their 
drive for equality of women. 
Finally, th :y struc k the plant. 
The firm sought other hetp after 
a while. T u n there was a Na­ 
tional Labor 
Relations Board 
election. The Typographical Un­ 
ions were decertiiiod—that 
is 
they lost ar.d could no longer 
represent the typos there. 
No one really had wanted this 
—not tiie Girl Scouts, not the 
other unions, not the owners. 
But 
the 
latter 
were 
hardly 
unique. They wanted to stay in 
business. 
The 
pressmen 
and 
“ stereos’ liked their jobs and 
wanted to keep them. So they 
continued to work while the old 
Typos local continued to strike. 
Soon the typos began pressur­ 
ing the Gin Scours. But the 
cookie did not crumble. 
Nor 
were 
the 
scouts 
belligerent. 
They have <* contract with the 
Kansas Color Press which runs 
out in June 1966. They mean to 
observe it. 


THE TYPOS insisted that they 
abandon the Press. The scouts 
gave the i-e to the old saw that 
hell hath no fury like u woman 
angered Tiiey spurned no effort 
to bring all parties together. 
There were conferences. But 
no one gave way. t many it 
wound up m the office of the 
gentle persuader, Leo Perlis, 
head of the AFL-CIO Commun­ 
ity Services, who is greatly re­ 
spected in the Community Chest 
and United Fund milieus. 
If 
Leo were not the nations hand­ 
somest bald - headed man, he 
would have lost his hair in the 
crisis. 
He brought the typos and the 
Girl Scout officials togetner in a 
closed - door meeting in the 
Shoreham Hotel last May. No 
one retreated. 
Periis explained to the typos 
that they could not charge the 
Girl Scouts with being unfair 
since the Color Press had a m a­ 
jority of official AFL-CIO union 
employes. 
Perlis softly cited Rule 23 of 
the AFL-CIO bylaws. This says, 
in effect, that no central body 
affiliated with the AFL - CIO 
shall endorse any boycott, or or­ 
der any firm, person or corpora­ 
tion placed on the unfair list if 
they have agreem ents with any 
national or international union. 


HOWEVER, that did not sat­ 
isfy the Lawrence, Kan., local. 
Recently, it dispatched letters 


to all AFL-CIO central bodies 
stating: 
“ We have but one course to 
follow All of organized labor is 
asked to decline support of the 
Girl Scout movement in any 
way by stating to your local 
Community 
Chest 
Drive 
and 
United Funds that your money, 
made under union conditions, is 
not to be used to support an or­ 
ganization which is supporting 
strikebreakers: specify no funds 
to the Gill Scout movement; 
and. . . . 
On Sept. 16, however, none 
other than International Presi­ 
dent Anthony J. DeAndrade of 
the Printing Pressmens Union, 
which covers the U.S. and Can­ 
ada, sent a telegram to the pub­ 
lisher 
of 
the 
two 
Scout 
magazines.

Step In Wrong Direction

plied so as to require employ­ 
ment of 50 per cent whites and 
50 per cent non-whites. 


While 
the objective

tempting to remove racial dis­ 
crimination is a worthy one, 
the method to be used can do 


more harm than good. To abol­ 
ish the interdepartmental agen­ 
cies, as the President plans to 
do, is a step in the wrong di­ 
rection. Instead of concentrat­ 
ing responsibility, it tends to 
diffuse responsibility.

Slow 
Motion 
Peace

The now suspended civil war 
In Yemen began three years 
ago — on Sept. 26. 1962. 
Arab leaders, it is said, never 
take one another completely in­ 
to confidence. Neither do they 
turn their backs on one another 
completely. 
That is essentially the reason 
for the cautious relief in West­ 
ern circles over the agreement 
signed on Aug. 24 between Pres­ 
ident Nasser of Egypt and King 
Faisal of Saudi Arabia to co­ 
operate fully in ending the civil 
war in Yemen Nasser has re­ 
neged on three previous agree­ 
ments 
to 
withdraw 
Egyutian 
troops from Yemen. 
The next test will come on 
Nov. 23. date for beginning the 
scheduled 10 month withdrawal 
of N asser’s troops. 
T h e 
agreem ent 
establishes 
Nov. 19, 1966 as the date for a 
plebiscite in winch the Yemenis 
are to choo.,e whether they want 
a republic or a monarchial gov­ 
ernment. 
The Yemeni civil war began 
when troops led by Brigadier 
Abdullah 
a.-Salal 
ousted 
the 
royal family of Imam 
(kmgi 
Mohammed al-Badr 
a n d 
as­ 
sumed control of the govern­ 
ment. The I m a m then took 
refuge among loyal tribesmen 
and appealed to 
Jordan 
and 
Saudi 
Arabia 
for 
arm s 
and 
money. Brigadier al-Salal on his 
part looked to Nasser, whose re­ 
sponse was swift. 
The conflict in Yemen soon 
became 
an 
analogue 
to 
the 
Spanish civil war, in that it was 
"m ore 
a 
test 
of 
competing 
foreign interests 
than of 
the 
Yemenis 
them selves." 
Saudi 
Arabai represented 
the 
Arab 
south; Nasser the Arab north, 
which revolves around Cairo. 
Hie United Arab Republic, at 
great cost to its development 
program, committed as many 
as 60,000 soldiers. Their per­ 
formance was a disappointment 
to Nasser. They were unpopular 
even among the republican Ye­ 
meni. 
Even so, the toll in the south­ 
western corner of the Arabian 
peninsula mounted over the al­ 
most three years of fighting to 
250,000 killed, 
with an 
equal 
number of refugees. 
Most foreign powers, includ­ 
ing the United States, recognized 
the republican Yemen govern­ 
ment shortly after the revolu­ 
tion. But our State Departm ent 
recently gave tentative approv­ 
al to shipment of surplus food 
to royalist-held territory to ease 
the suffering of women 
and 
children. 
The protracted s t r u g g l e 
brought Nasser into conflict with 
the British-backed Federation of 
South Arabia, as well as Saudi 
Arabia. He reportedly is abet­ 
ting terrorism in the Federa­ 
tion, and .he British press has 
expressed some fears that the 
troops r e l i e v e d in Yemen 
might be turned against a more 
inviting target. The U n i t e d 
States is committed to ‘‘pre­ 
serve the integrity" of Saudi 
Arabia, wuere U.S. firms have 
heavy oil commitments. No such 
guaranteee nas been given the 
Federation. 
Yemen, a mountainous coun­ 
try of 75,006 square miles and 
fewer than five million people, 
has been ignored since the days 
of its alleged glory under the 
Queen of Sneba. 
Even a successful slow-motion 
peace in Yemen would be no 
guarantee of tranquility in the 
Middle East. Nasser continues 
to aspire to leadership of the 
Arab world.
